B:I am sure there would be some of that. It 
is kind of hard to put it into a nutshell. 
ID:How about an artistic concept? 

B: Sure. It could be neosurrealistic 
postpunk melodrama, 

ID:When are you going to put out any vinyl? 
B:Your guess is as good as mine. It’s about 
time but everybody has to feel right about it 
in order to do it. The band is the most 
critical listener.
